But God has chosen the foolish things 


of the w’orld to confound the things 
and God hath chosen the weak tnings 
of the ow'rld to confound the things 
which are mighty; and base things of 
the world, ai’d things W'hich are de­ 
spised, hath God chosen, 
yea, 
and 
things that are,” and here’s the rea­ 
son, "that no flesh should glory in 
his presence.”—I. Cor. 1:26-29. 
‘‘If you and I could have liecn in 
the British Isles not far from I.ey- 
tonstone and in the sixties and trav­ 
eling, more than likely we w’oiild have 
come upon a gipsy tent by the road 
side, and not far awmy a gipsy wagon. 
The man, Cornelius Smith, with noth­ 
ing but gipsv blood in his veins, not 
tall, but musciilarly built, a hig-i fore­ 
head. sideburns, an open counrenance 
and an affection for his family of six 
children, four girls and two hoys, un­ 
surpassed by any father, and a man 
close to God’s beautiful natury W'ho 
knew' no other life and who was not 
anxious to know another. 
He made 
his living ‘by making baskets, clcthes 
pegs, all sorts of tinware, and re- 
caning cane chairs. 
He also y ursiied 
the trade of horse dealer,’ quite nat­ 
ural to gipsies and in which they 
are experts. 
The children of Corne­ 
lius Smith W'ho w'ere old enough took 
his w'ares to nearby tow’ns .and sold 
them, 
rsnally they went with their 
father’s instruction to meet th^ w'ag- 
on at a certain spot that evening. 
“ Gipsies 
are 
a peculiar people. 
Like the Jews they have pres<^rved 
their iflentitv as a race. 
Tht-T his­ 
tory liaffles the greatest scholars, and 
they can be traced until they are ‘lost 
on the plains of India.’ 
As a rule 
they are not a religious peopl<^. and 
know' but little of God and the Bible. 
And yet, strange to say. eighty cut oi 
every one hundred ginsies have Bible 
names, and gipsy babies are invaria­ 
bly christened because it pays, as at 
such a time the people at large are 
invited in. and usually bring gifts 
with them. 
Gipsy women in the main 
are fortune fellers, a mere cheat, hut 


quite a profitable business because of 
the superstition of the people.

stealing, though now and tlu-u haj)- 
peniiig among them, is a false accu­ 
sation agaiiiLi Trtem. as their families 
are usually large and they aie all 
pct^.

New' Jersey as their liirtliplace, not 
the least notalile is Richard Watson 
Gilder, editor of 
the 
Century, 
and 
sometime called the iinotficial poet- 
iaureate of America, wiio was born in 
Bordentow'n on February 8, 1844, and 
is today celebrating the 
G5th 
a n n - 
versary of his birth, 
Mr. Gilder w'as the son of a clergy­ 
man, the Rev. William H. Gilder, who 
conducted a seminary 
at 
Flushing, 
Long Island, where the iaulding poet 
received his education. 
It may be op 
port line to note here that more pro 
lentious educational insiitiitions have 
since honored the e<litur and poet by 
degrees, among them Harvard, Prince­ 
ton, Wesleyan and Yale. 
Before taking up the pen as a pro­ 
fession, Mr. Gilder was both a soldier 
and a railroad man. 
He was a pri­ 
vate in Landis’ Philadelphia battery 
in the emergency campaign in Penn 
sylvania in 18G:i, and in the following 
year entered into 
railroad 
service, 
w’ith a view of making it his life work. 
His first experience as a writer was 
as correspoiuhml and latir managing 
editor 
of 'the 
Newark 
Advertiser. 
Later, with New’ton Crane, he estab­ 
lished the New’ark Register. 
It w’as 
not long until his genius was recog­ 
nized by the pnblishors of the me- 
tiopolis, and he 'vent to New York to 
become the editor of Hours at Home, 
a monthly magazine. 
la 
187tv 
he 
elimhed another rung oí the ladder 
of fame by assuming the managing 
editorship 
of Scribner’s 
Monthly. 
Since 1881 he 
has 
iicen 
edifor-in- 
chief of the Century, and has written 
many volumes of verse 
that 
have 
given him a foemost position among 
American poets. 
His collected poetical works have 
recently been published iii a singl-. 
volume, containing Hie accumulation 
of nearly forty years. 
Of this eollec- 
lion and of Mf. Gildei s 
place 
in 
American literature the 
New’ 
York 
Times Saturday Review' says; 
“Mr. Gilder has been so long the 
poet of iiatriotie occasions 
and 
or 
humanitarian causes; he is so famii 
iar to the public eye as the celebrant 
of the nation’s heroes and exemplars 
of civic virtue, that he owns a sort of 
official laureateship. 
And as the fa 
miliar friend of so mticli that is best 
in the city where he bah served sc 
long as editor there ar.^ few^ eminent 
in its loftier arts or higher 
life 
to 
w’hom he has not paid his tribute o 
song. 
Thus the poet gives of what 
he has to his country and society. 
In 
such coin, one may say, he pays the 
tax which is levied upon his specia 
talent. 
“Mr. Gilder as poet ol’ good citizen 
ship is strongly represeiited here in 
the nature of things. 
Nevertheless 
among the ])ieces for several excel 
lent occasions, sincvU’e, nleasing, fui 
of a])preeiation for the fine and good 
yet i)oetry once removed, for all that 
because they are iiieces for occasions 
and not sjiontanc'ous wcuiings up of a 
simple passion for life and iieauty, are 
other pieces in w'bich ii'at spontane 
oiisiiess appears—when Mr. Gilder 
the poet merely.
